PRIVATE EXECUTION 


TO BE FOR CASEMENT 


Only It Appeared in Form of Silver 


Pesos Disposed of at Eight Cents 


Each Over Original Cost. 


[BT ASSOCIATED PHKSS.] 


Manilla, P. I., July 27.—The Philip- 
pine government has just sold to the 
government of Birtish India 7,500,000 
silver pesos at a profit of close to half 
a million dollars over the original cost 
of the currency. 
The pesos were 
coined, each contained about thirty 
cents worth of silver but the price at 
which they were sold was 38.6 cents. 
The phenomenal rise in the price of 
silver the world over some weeks ago 
led officials of the insular government 
to study the question of the wisdom of 
disposing of a part of the silver hoard 
which the Philippines purchased 
at 
the low prices current in 
1902 and 


1S03. At that time this purchase was 
made necessary by law to secure the 
issuance of 34,000,000 pesos of paper 
currency (silver certificates). A later 
law, 
passed in 19CH3, permitted a large 
part of this issue of silver certificates 
to be secured by gold but the govern- 
ment then had in its vaults 34,000,000 
silver pesos, coined at a cost of thirty 
cents apiece. 
Some weeks ago J. L. -Manning, the 


insular treasurer, was sent to Hon- 
kon? to look into the silver market 
and to confer with officials of the gov- 
ernmenWof India, then in the market 
for =ilver The net result of his trip 
was the sale of about one-fifth of the 
government's hoard. The delivery of 
the silver is to be made at the Manila 
branch of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking corporation, in lots of a mil- 
lion pesos. 
The coin is then to be 
transferred to India where it is to be 
melted into bullion in the presence of 
Insular auditor C. H. French who is 
now en route to India to fulfil- 
this 
duty.

27.—Miss 
Mary E. Melton, a missionary of the 
American Methodist Episcopal church 
in Japan since 1879, died here on July 
20 from typhoid fever. She was a 
native of Jacksonville, III. For sev- 
eral years Miss 'Melton had been su- 
perintendent of the Biblical depart- 
ment of the Methodist girls' school.

Washington, July 27.—In .a survey, 
in detail, of financial and commercial 
conditions in Germany, "United States 
Consul. General J. G. Lay, at Berlin, 
says approximately 650,000 prisoners 
of war now are employed in farming 
and industrial pursuits in Germany, 
and that the slhortgae in labor has 
been overcome largely in that way 
and by the use of women. Railroads 
and banking houses have not suffered 
materially from the war. 
The total profits of the reichsbank, 
whose operations, he says, are a cri- 
terion of the financial affairs of the 
empire, amounted to more than $65,- 
000,000 as against $31,725,000 for 1914, 
and -She war tax and other .charges 
paid to the government for the privi- 
lege of doing business exceeded $47,- 
500,000, as against $10,362,000,in 1914. 
The gold reserve of the reichsbank 
grew $83,776,000' (352,000,000 marks) 
during .the year, making the entire 
.accumulation during the war $283,- 
696,000. 
This was despite the con- 
siderable amounts in gold sent to .for- 
eign countries in payment for food- 
stuffs and the like. The total metal 
money reserve on Dec. 31. 1915, was 
$589,526,000. 


I 
Big Gain in Bank Deposits. 
"A remarkable feature of the year," 
says Mr. Lay, "was the gradual de- 
velopment of the German banking in- 
stitutions into deposit banks and the 
gradual elimination of 'their stock ex- 
change and 
commercial 
features." 
The deposit* in the . savings banks 
were $595,000,000 more than the with- 
drawals; and the total flow of capital 
into the savings banks in 1915, not 
counting subscriptions of depositors 
to war loans, was $892,500,000. '. 
The subscriptions to war loans by 
depositors have amounted to SI 071,- 
000.000, all but $60,000,000 of it 
in 
1915. 
During the year the govern- 
ment floated two war loans—$2,156,- 
280,000 in March and $2,880,038,000 
in September. 
The production of hard coal and 
coke was 77 per cent of normal, but 
that of soft coal was above normal. 
Produce More Iron and Steel. 
Tron and steel were produced in 
much larger 
amounts than usual. 
Machinery did well. The Potash Syn- 
dicate's sales 
were 
$25,228,000, 
as 
against $36.890,000 in 1914, and $45,- 
696,000 in, 1913. 


Under government 
encouragement 
much land 
is 
being put into flax 
Though a substitute for cotton in ex- 
plosives was found and used vastly, 
the textile mills were short of raw 
materials. 
Lace and embroidery in- 
dustries were at a stands-till, while 
manufacturers' of porcelain and glass 
suffered greatly. 


The large German chemical indus- 
tries, by adaptation to war conditions 
declared larger dividends in 1915 than 
m 1914. The total chemical produc- 
tion of Germany is about S428.000.000 
a year, one-third to one-half of which 
ordinarily goes to foreign countries. 
Not. able to import raw materials, the 
companies have had to invent substi- 
tutes, chiefly for rubber, albumen, fer- 
tilizers and oil. 


The German crops in 1915 were 
poorer than for the past ten years, 


but hidden or unsought stores of po- 
tatoes, held 
by small fanners and 
dealers, became available 
in 
such 
quantities at the end of the year, Mr. 
Lay says, that the careful distribu- 
tion of potatoes and grain and the 
limitation of their consumption has 
enabled the government to overcome 
in part 'the obstacles presented by the 
small crops and inadequate imports.
